ANZUS 
US MILITARISTS’ PLAN 


Washington, Apr. 7. 

Authoritative sources today indicated that the United States’ 
military experts are in favour of a Pacific treaty organisation with 
probable headquarters in the Philippines to implement the Secretary of 
State, Mr John Foster Dulles’ “united action” policy as regards Southeast 
Asia. 

They said that such an organisation, if formed, would be known as 
PATO and would be composed of the United States, Great Britain, France, 
Australia, New Zealand, the Philippines and Thailand and eventually the 
Associated States of Indo-China. 

They understood that this would, in effect, result in the dissolution of the 
ANZUS organisation as it would then have no reason for existence. ANZUS is 
Australia, New Zealand and the United States. They are linked in defence 
treaties. 

The sources sald the United States military officials prefer to consider that 
PATO, if formed, would replace ANZUS rather than broaden it due to the fact that 
ANZUS has no Asiatic members and these officials are most anxious to do every- 
thing possible for Asiatic nations to take a prominent part in the defence of South-

Britain’s Budget 


QURST impresslona of Mr 
Butler's budget are that 
it is somewhat atereotyped 
and unimayinntive but 
closer examination revents 
that he has compiled a 
remarkably sound dacu- 
ment. In faet, the 
Chancellor's well-known 
reticence has tended to 
hide several important dis- 
closures, To begin with,

The most deadly weapon yet 
conceived by man which could 
unnihilate all-Hfe"on earth can 
now be mode succtssfully, a 
dispatch in the New York 
Times said today. 

The cobalt bomb—a hydrogen 


bomb. 

The cobalt bomb, simply 
stated, is a hydrogen bomb en- 
cased in cobalt instead of steel, 
When the cobalt bomb is de- 
tonated the cobalt vaporises and 
is transformed into the deadly 
radioactive cloud. 


Professor Leo Szitird of the 


University of Chicago told the 
Times that 400 one-ton bombs 
would release .enough radio- 
activity to extinguish all. life on. 
earth, é :

; Sovives close to the French Foreign Ministry 
stid today France had applicd for more American 
military aid in Indo-China because of its concern 
for the political as well as the military aspect of 
the fighting at Dien Bien Phu.

It was Intended os an extension and confirmation 
of a warning already given to Communist China and 
was intended to deter aggression. 


These sources said todny 
three main considerations 
should be held in mind in 
order to assess various re- 
ports concerning the poli- 
tical aspect of the situation 
in the Far Fast, and more 
particularly in Southeast 
Asia. 


First, they said, was the 
situation at Dien Bien Phu. 
They pointed out that the batue 
taking place there was the 
source of France's immedtate 
concern, Although France's con- 
cern dealt with the “human” 
uspect of the dltuation, the poll~ 
theal impact of the fighting could 
hot be denled, they said.

“Can't Keep Order 
Without Soviet Tanks” 


Berlin, Apr. 7. 


The East German Communist Party is “de- 
caying” and must rely more and more on Soviet 
tanks and troops te keep order in the Soviet Zone, 
West German officials said today. 

The West German Ministry for All German 
Affairs, in a special report on the East German 
Communist Party, said more than 700,000 Reds 
had been purged from membership in the past six 


years. 


The Ministry report said at 
least 70,000 were dismissed 
after the June 17 workers’ 
revolt un “prevocative = mem- 
bers",

“An extremely critical period 
has begun for the Soclultst 
Unity (Communist) Party, 
which may be decisive for the 
continued existence of German 
Communism of a potential 
factor,” said tho roport. 

It said Walter Ulbricht, the 
Moscow-traincd “strong man” 
of tho German Reds, had been 
ordered to “consolidate the 
Party, stiffen its cadros yond 
re-establish Party discipline.” 

Ulbricht was confirmed today 
as supreme master of the new 
Sovict satellite State. He was 
re-olected First Secretary of the 
East German Communist Parly 
by the annual convention of the 
Party Contral Committee.

the directives “within a certain

ONDON’S newest daily 

newspaper has folded

ON _A_SHOESTRING | 


Founder William Brittain, 
started it on a shoestring. He 
had on estimated £100,000 
capital of his own, only a few 
weekly journals to fall back 
upon, and no printing plant for 
the daily. 


He recrulted a half-dozen 
Fleet Street stalwarts, To head 
the team, he acquired Solly 
Chandler, acknowledged as. one 
of the most brilliant editors in 
the business, and, to add punch, 
he employed Randolph Chur- 
chill to chastise the opposition 
press. , an | 


Solly Chandler stayéd only a 
short time. The struggle with 
Inadequate printing — facilities 


was, reportedly, too much for | 
him. 


The first few issues shocked 
Fleet Street and probably scared 
off a jot of potential customers. 


But The Recorder overcame 
its birth pangs more quickly 
than most people expected. It 
took on a solld look, displayed! 
excellent manners, and had its 
own vigorous outlook on Bri- 
tain's economic affairs, 


FINAL TROUBLE

The longest suit, 
usually, but ft would be foolish 
to set forth any general rule in 
this matter, ‘More important 
thon the ledath of the sult is

In today’s hand, for example, 
South loses his contract if he 
beyins by developing his long 
diamond sult, Declarer wins the

Exports May — 
Bypass Hongkong 


A trade survey published 


London, Apr. 7. 
in Manchester 


today predicted that Hengkong, Singapore and 
Aden. were unlikely to absorb Japanese exports of 


cotton for the entrepot

The survey Issued by a 
Manchester — firm of astock- 
brokers prodicted that Japanese, 
cotton exports to the sterling 
area this year might total 192 
million yarnts more than lust 
year, 

The survey added that 
Japimeso exports of ruyon and 
mixture goods might Increasa 
by 50 million yards over the 
1953 figure, 

The cotton experts who con- 
ducted the survey forecast that 
if Britain lost oll the export 
trade that Japan = gajaed, it 
woukl be equivalent to almost 
flvo weeks output of cotton 
pleee seods and silghtly more 
than throc weeks output of 
rayon and mixture fabrics, 

‘he = Britiyh home market 
might, in addition, be unsettled 
this your by the decision to 
Import a telatively = small 
quantity of Japanese cotton 
and rayon goods. 

The survey sald thar the effect 
of this competition wauld be 
strongly  manked ant might 
stimulate India compete 
more ¢etrongly against both 
Japan and Lancashire. 

This loss of trade, the survey 
suggested, would hive the im- 
mediate effect of shortening the 
order books of the British 
producers with a consequent 
Improvement in thelr competi- 
tive position, a ee 

But if the loss reisted, and 
the production diverted = from 
the export trade could not be 
absorbed = in the home markct, 
surplus capacity would once 
ngiuin become n reality in Bri- 
tam, 

The survey declared — that 
some of tha larger sterling area 
maricets including  Aurtralla, 
New Zealand, South Africa, 
Pakistan, Inq and Burma 
were capable of reatly ine 
creasing their imports of 
Japanese goods,

pecially, dumping ant suspend- 
ed dutics on Japanese cotton 
goods might be a restricting 
Influence.

Death Sentence 
Passed On 
Two Men 


Au Keng, 18, and Wong Wai-hung, 28, who 
were charged with using firearms against persons 
without lawful authority and aiding and abetting 
respectively, were both sentenced to death by 
Justice J. R. Gregg at the Criminal Sessions this 
morning when the Jury returned a verdict of 
guilty in respect of each of them. 

This is the third case in which persons have 
been convicted and sentenced to death under the 
special Emergency Regulations of 1949,

the death sentence, one of the witnesses, Chan Yee- 
sop, complalnant’s brother, the 
evidence of the arrests of the 
accused and the cautloned state- 
ments made by the accused, 
which the Court had accepted. 


Counsel for the first accused 
had submitted that on the 
evidenoe before the Court the 
Crown had failed to establish 
the case beyond all reasonable 
doubt. The defence had also 
alleged that before the identi- 
fication, the witness Chan Yee- 
sop, had an opportunity of seeing 
the two other porsons. Counsel 
had also submitted that the 
case of the Crown was unsatis~ 
factory. Mr Justice Gregg sald 
the Jury had cnough  oppor- 
tunity to observe the Prosecu- 
tion's witnesses. For his part, 
he could not say they appeared 
to be unsatisfactory,

The 
sampan then left and first 
accused allegedly Nred two shots 
from a revolver striking com~ 
plainant in the thigh, The Junie 
‘then returned to Aberdeen and 
complainant was gent to Queen 
Mary Hospital. 
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
